The Legislature of New Ilamshire has ncw 
a series of Resolutions, condemning the decision 
of Judge Taney. It is said the resolutions, and 
aleo the folloxing bill purporting to be for the 

rotection of the personal liberty of the people of 
New Ilamsphire, will probably pass. This person- 
al liberty ill, like ours of Ohio, is something of 
a burlesque, a mockery. It is very careful to pro- 
tect liberty except at the very point where it most 
needs protection. There it gives its fullest con- 
sent that it shall be stricken down. These Re- 
n legislators gravely say there shall be 
no slaveholding in New LIlamshire, except under 
the auspices of the General Government. There 
shall be no kidnapping, except by United States 
Commissioners and Marshals.

Secrion 1.—Ze it enacted by the Senate and 
House of representatives in Gen eral Court{assembled, | 
That neither descent near or remote, from a_per- 
son of African blood, whether such person is or 
may have been a slave, nor color of skin, shall dis- 
qualify any person trom becoming a citizen of} 
this State or deprive such person of the full rights | 
and priviliges of a citizen thereof. 

Sec. 2. Any slave who shall come or be brought 
into, or be in this State, with the consent of his 
master or mistress, or who shall come or be brought 
in this State involuntarily, shall be free. 

Sec. 3. Every person who shall hold or attempt 
to hold in this State, in Slavery, or as a slave, any 
person, of whatever color, class or condition, in 
any form or under any pretense, or forany length 
of time, shall be deemed guilty of felony, and on 
conviction thereof shall be confined to hard labor 
fur aterm of not less than one or more than five 
yeare; provided that the provisions of this section, 
shall not apply to any act lawfully done by any of- 
ficer of the United States or other person in the 
execution of any legal proces. 

Sec. 4. Section Ist of chapter 25 of the Com- 
piled Statutes, shall not Le so construed as in any 
ease to deprive any person of color, or of African 
descent, born within the limits of the United 
States and baving the requisite qualifications,from 
voting at any election; but such person shall have

Time pasred on, and he 
received a letter from Canada to the following ef- 
fect: “‘You laid out your money to little purpose, 
but we like you very well,but did’nt like your wife; 
George, our little boy, is going to school, and Eliza 
is learning to make dresses. Tell your wife to 
send the material and she will make her a dress for 
nothing.” %

They 
ought to be saved from harm. Twenty-five hund- 
red dollars is a very heavy burden for them, but, 
distributed among some thousands of Anti-Slavery 
men, is no burden at all.
